Ge historic background of Sono- 

ma City makes it of unusual in- 

terest. In 1823 the mission fathers 

established their most. northerly mis- 

sion here on account of climatic and 

other natural advantages. This Mis- 

sion, known as San Francisco de 

Solano, is in an excellent state of 

preservation and is one of the most 

| interesting landmarks north of San 
| Francisco. 


California history began in Sonoma 
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for it was in this city, in 1846, that 
authority was wrested from the 
Mexican government and the Bear 


Flag of the -Americans raised.

ZONOMA is forty-five miles north

of San Francisco: and may be 
reached by the Northwestern Pacific 
via Sausalito, or the Southern Pacific 
via Oakland pier. 

It is one of the most charming and 
interesting. detours :from the Red- 
wood Highway, over the Black Point 
cut-off into the Valley. of the Moon 
and is a motor trip which no traveler 
can afford to miss. From Schellville 
the state highway leads into Sonoma 


and on to Santa Rosa, county seat of 


Sonoma County. Auto busses con-

Bass and trout fishing are nearby, 
and deer and game make the country

IN ADDITION 


SONOMA has an eight-acre Plaza, 
fireproof business blocks, City 
Hall, and a number of good hotels, 
including a modern three-story hotel 
with private baths. It has an auto 
camp on the historic square, two 
weekly newspapers and two _ banks. 
The assets of the Sonoma Valley 
Bank grew from. $153,096 in 1894, to 
$1,500,000 in 1921. 


A furniture factory and a planing 


mill are among the industries. 


The largest concrete garage in 
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Sonoma County was built in the city 
of Sonoma during 1921. 

During the past year over thirty 
new bungalows have been erected in 
one residence section of Sonoma city. 
An apartment house and several new 
fircproof store buildings of very at- 
tractive design have been contracted 
for. 

The State of California has ordered 
additional work done on the old Mis- 
sion San Ifrancisco de Solano, located 
in Sonoma city, and the grounds will 
be laid out in flowers and lawn. 
Two miles of cement sidewalks have 
been laid within the city linits during 
the past few months. 

Sonoma Valley is situated in So- 
noma County, the itmnost progressive 


and prosperous county in California. 























Among the fifty-seven counties in 
the State, figures show that Sonoma 
County is fourth in wealth. 

The Sonoma Valley Apple Growers 
Association is making “Valley of the 
Moon” brand apples famous. Many 
carloads are shipped to the eastern 
markets every season.
